As the Bureau is aware, the HYO still has a cospplete set of SI 
cards which were deleted under the Security Index Review Project started in 
April 1955. These cards have been a valuable investigative aid to Agents in 
identifying unsubs principally because all cards have a physical description - 
thereon and, in the majority of instances, a photograph. 

Since these deleted SI cards have proved valuable as an investigativ 
aid, it is recommended that, the deleted SI cards now on hand be broken down 
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HY 100-97061 
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geographical Cl cards. Duplicate Cl cards containing the minimum necessary 
information set out in relet will he prepared with respect to these deleted SI 
cards and included in the alphabetical set of Cl cards. 



Since there are approximately 5000 of these deleted SI cards, this 
will not oniy preserve the value of these cards as an investigative aid 
(description and photograph) hut will cut the typing time, in preparing a duplicate 
set of these cards, in half, it is realized that these deleted si cards do not 
have one of the items of information required oh the new Cl card (item #3 - membership, 
position, source and date of information) hut have all the other items. The 
alphabetical set of these cards will have item #3 appearing thereon. 

It is, therefore, felt that even though a large number of the cards

When an SI c ard. is L .del^,^he Agent handling the case dictates 
a Cl card for inclusion in the alphabetical section of. the Cl.
